“Slander consists of verbal acfama- 
be said, “and no damages can 
bf recovered u nless the plaintilf can 
prove that he has su ffered actu al loss 
of money by the slanderou s remarks. 
Libel, on the other hand, is any print­ 
ed, acted, pictu red, remarks or things 
that are of a defamatory ch iracter. 
It makes no difference whether or not 
an article was printed w'ith inalice 
aforf'thou ght. 
If 
a 
person against 
w’hom it is directed can prove it is of 
a libelou s natu re he can recover dam­ 
ages. 
“Libel may be committed when a 
paper prints something concerning a 
m an’s bu siness. For instance, a paper 
can say: 
‘Tf'c coffee manu factu red 
by A is not coffee at all, bu t some 
other kind of a bean.’ 
‘A’ may bring 
su it for libel on the grou nd thrt the 
paper has anacked his honesty. How­ 
ever, it is not slander to say in an 
ad^'ertisement that you r goods are 
better than those manu factnr'^'d by 
‘A.’ ”
